The Department Rules That They May 
Come In Under Certain Circumstances. 
WasHLNoTon, D. C., Oct. 18.—The follow- 

ing telegram fron. the Collector at San Fran- 

cisco was received at the Treasury. today: 

„The 5th inst. the American steamer Bertha 

cleared at Kodiak Island (Alaska), direct 

for this port with ninety Chinese Jaborers, 


and has arrived here. It is claimed that 


these passengers have not departed from the 
United States and should be landed. Col- 
lector holds that the voyage from Alaska to 
San Francisco was a departure from anda 
return to the United States, and the landing 
would be unlawful.

Ir WAS A GREAT STORM. 


AN UNUSUAL FALL OF HAIL ACOOM- 
PANIED BY WIND AND RAIN. 


The Unusual Features Confined to Chicago 


and Vicinity—Two Men Drowned in the 
Breakers Near Racine—Hot- Houses and 
Skylights Suffer-A Barn Strack by 
Lightning and Burned—Accidents and 
Incidents of the Storm. 

One of the most remarkable hail-storms in 
this city in many years burst yesterday after- 
noon at 5:50. Heavy clouds hung low over 
the city all day, and occasionally there were 
brief showers. About 6o0’clock they were 
seen to hang unusually low and heavily. 
There was a bright flash, a heavy peal of 
thunder, and the fusillade of hail-stones be- 
gan. For fully five minutes the unusual 
spectacie of a dry shower of ice pebbles was 
witnessed. The stones fell thick and tast 
from the size of a pea to large nuts, while 
not afew were as large as walnuts. The 


} clatter on flagstones, roofs, and win- 


dow-panes sounded like the sharp rattle 
of a multitude of drums beating a rapid 
tattoo. The stones bounded and rebounded 
on the stone walks before they finally rolled 
into the gutter, where for two hours after 
the storm they lay packed thick enough to 
be scooped up with a shovel. The fall of 
hail was succeeded by a heavy downpour of 
rain that lasted ten or fifteen minutes. The 
storm then ceased as suddenly as it began. 

The street-car horses crouched under the 
stinging shower for un instant; then plunged 
and reared, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that they could be controlled. Cab- 
men hastened to drive into alleys in search 
of partial protection from the storm. Pedes- 
trians rushed into hallways and doorways, 
and there awaited until the hail was 
softened into rain. The wind, which during 
the day had been blowing at the rate of 
thirty to thirty-five miles an hour, aied away 
to a mere breeze, and the hail fell nearly per- 
pendicularily and spent its force on the 
walks and pavements where it could do least 
harm. Where the glare of the electric lights 
fell on the transparent stones as they danced 
wildly upon the pavement and sidewalks the 
effect was well worth seeing. The hail crys- 
tals glistened in all the hues of the rainbow. 
The light flashed through them and was re- 
flected in myriaf tints. 

WHAT THE WEATHER BUREAU SAYS. 

The signal service officer, E. C. Voss, was 
seen. “Yes,” said he, “this has been a 
most peculiar and remarkable storm. It 1s 
extraordinary from two standpoints: The 
hour of the day at which tue hail-storm 
broke and the falling of hail at this time of 
year. Hail-storms generally follow periods 
of great heat, and ordinarily occur in the 
middie of the day.“ 

„What is the explanation!“ 

“None but that which the barometer 
shows. For the last twenty-four hours, you 
see, the barometer has been steadily failing. 


There was a great depression in Kansas yes-. 


terday, of which Concordia was the centre. 
It has been moving stéadily up this way 
since. But took here! See what a jump the 
barometer took between 12:45 and 1 p. m. At 
12:45 it was 29.88; at 1 p. m, 20.90—one-tenth 
of an inch in fifteen minutes. Itis the most 
abnormal rise I ever witnessed for that 
length of time. Ithas been falling since, 
and now registers 29.82—the lowest point 
reached.” | 


„How about the wind?” 

Tt bus deen coutheast..all day. It was 

trongest about 3 P m., when it traveled 
with a velocity of thirty-three miles an hour. 
It is blowing now about twelve. It was less 
than six during the storm.” 

„And the rain!“ 

“Tt rained last night, all night, stopped at 
10:45 this morning; began agam at 12:38 p. m. 
and ended at 1:40. The hailstorm began at 
5:50 and ended at 6:05.” ' 

THE SECOND DELUGE. 

Between 6:30 and 7:30 p. m., while mere 
drizzle was fallmg, another thunder-storm 
burst and poured down water in floods. The 
rain fell in perfect torrents, driven by a wind 


| against which neither cab-drivers nor horse- 


car drivers could stand. The rain and wind 
combined blinded both men and horses. An 
express-wagon ran into a Blue Island avenue 
car at Madison and State streets. Umbrellas 
were absolutely useless. Twice during tie 
rainstorm hail began to fall again—at 7:55 
and 8:05 p. m. 

Many ludicrous incidents occurred on the 
street. It was the hour when theatre goers 
arrive. White skirts were soaked in no tume. 
The walks, washed clean by the rain, became 
slippery, and it required no little maneuver- 
ing on the part of the men to pilot the women 
on their feet. Pumps and varnished shoes, 
alas! they were plainly out of place. 

A gust of wind at the corner of the Chicago 
Opera-House turned an umbrella inside out. 
The couple under it rushed ata double quick 
step for the Opera-House. But in what a 
plight they reached it! 

When the hailstorm broke, a woman near 
Madison anc Dearborn streets fainted dead 
away. She was taken into a neighboring 
drug store, where she was soon revived. 

Hailstones were lying in heaps in the gut- 
ters on Dearborn avenue two hours after the 
storm had ceased. 

The Postal Telegraph officials said that the 
storm was pretty general throughout the 
West and Southwest as far as St. Louis and 
the Northwest as far as Minneapolis. The 
hail was local as far as coula be learned. 
There was heavy thunder and lightning at 
St. Louis during the evening and in the 
Northwest during the afternoon. The storm 
did not extend far east, probably not farther 
than Cleveland. 

On the lake the squall was something im- 
tense, but it passed without disasters off this 
port, because there happened to be no ves- 
sels within ten miles of here, the heavy 
southwest wind during the day having kept 
most of the craft under shelter. 

DAMAGE BY LIGHTNING AND HAIL. 

About 7:30 o’clock the lightning struck a 
two story frame barn in the rear of the 
Traynor residence at No. 2718 Michigan ave- 
nue. In a few moments the building was 
blazing, and when the department arrived 
the efforts of the firemen were only suffi- 
cient to prevent the flames spreading to the 
costly residence property in the vicinity. 
The barn was unoccupied and the damage is 
estimated at $2,000, not insured. 

Florist Weinhoeber, at No. 423 Eim street, 
haa his hot-houses damaged w the extent of 
about $250. There was scarcely a whole pane 


of glass left in his establishment. 


Florist Krick. at No. 460 Dearborn avenue, 
also lost a good deal of glass, but $50 will 
cover his loss. 

A good deal of the glass in the hot-house 

on the corner of Dearborn avenue and On- 
tario street was also broken.. Ten dollars 
will cover the damage. 
The Lincoln Park hot-houses suffered con- 
siderably, as did the plants which had deen 
stored for the winter. The loss will foot up 
something like $300. 

Nearly all the glass sky-lights east of State 
street, south of North avenue, and north of 
the river were broken, and it is doubtful if 
$1,000 will replace them. 

About $100 damage was done the hot-house 
of the Archbishop’s residence, corner of 
North State street and Dearborn avenue. 

One of the People’s delivery wagons was 
standing at the corner of Madison and Clark 
streets when the hail began to fail. The

WASHED FROM THEIR CAPSIZED BOAT. 


Two Men on the Sloop Bed Bug Drowned in 
the Breakers Near Racine. 

Racrxn, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Special. |—A heavy 
southeast gale has prevailed here all day, 
accompanied by thunder, lightning, and rain. 
On the lake sailors stated that it was the 
most severe in ten years, and much damage 
tosbipping resulted in this vicinity. The 
Mackinac sloop Bed Bug was lost six miles 
south of here, and Dan Sullivan, a lake cook, 
82 years old, and James Oline, a stevedore, 
28 years old, were drowned, The boat left 
Kenosha for this port; when four miles out 
she was pointed for the beach, but capsized. 
The two men clung.to the upturned hull until 
the breakers were reached, when they were 
washed off and drowned. :

Dr. Jenkins’ Paper Calling for a Reform in 
Text Books Creates a Sensation. 

— The 
Illinois Presbyterian Synod today reaffirmed 
its approval of the position of Dr. Jenkins 
of Freeport, of the ‘synod. committee on 
school text books, that tle bookmakers, 
directors, and teachers combining to 
drive religious teaching m the public 
schools of the State.

Conkling, a member of this committee, 
presented this morning a minority report, 
but it was ruled out of order, as the majority 
report nad been adopted. A

Several members of the nod have been 
beard to dissentin even more vigorous lan- 
guage from Dr. Jenkins’ e®nclusions. Dr. 
Jenkins claimed that the percentage of 
religious selections in read books has de- 


, creased from 33 per cent 9% 2 per cent, and 


that the name of God is beim excluded from 
text books, especially scientific text books, 
and that religious exercises in. the schools are 
being abandoned. W. L. Superin- 
tendentof the city schools;a good Presby- 
terian, says that there is nothing strong in 
Dr. Jenkins’ paper, save the synod behind it. 
He declares the statements exaggerated. The 
Hon. Newton Bateman, for: many years 
Superintendent of Public Instruction ofg Illi- 
nois, strongly dissents from the conclusion 
that there is a combination to drive religious 
teachings trom the schools, or that the schools 
are becoming atheistic in ency. Dr. 
Jenkins for three years has made the subject 
a study, and is declared a conservative, care- 
fulman. The majority of the members of 
the synod believe his fagts and conclusions 
to be correct. The synod adjourned tonight 
and will meet next year at Ottawa.

HE WILL NOT HAVE A WALKAWAY IN 
THE NINETEENTH. 


Republicans Feel Hopefal Over the Out- 
look and Will Give Townshend a Hard 
Race—Numerous Causes of Democratic 
Disaffection—Mr. Crim’s Popularity—Ee- 
publican Clubs Call on the Vice-Presi- 
dential Candidate. 

SBuawnNeeTows, II., Oct. 2 
The Nineteenth Congressional District was 
cut out to have an overwhelming Democratic 
majority, and from its shape has been called 
the Goose Neck District. Townshend bas 
represented it ever since the last apportion- 
ment, and mostof it for four years under the 
old apportionment. His majority over Gen. 
James E. Martin two years ago was 4,344. In 
a Presidential year, on this basis, the major- 
ity is 4,800. Yet there are many who ex- 
press a belief that the Hon. W. L. Crim 
will defeat bim this year, while all 
recognize that his majority will be very badly 
out if not wiped out. Mr. Crim is a member 
of the present Legislature, having been 
elected to fill the unexpired term of Repre- 
sentative Hoskinson, who died during the 
last session. He is a leader of the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit Association, which has a 
large membership in this district. It is a 
non-partisan order, private in its workings, 
and is basea upon the general proposition 
that there is too much legislation for every- 
body else and too little for the farmers. 
No definite remedy is suggested, but 
the natural result is that a great many Dem- 
ocratic members will vote for Crim. Whether 
the defection will be strong enough in con- 
nection with other favorable conditions to 
defeat Townshend is largely speculative. 
There isno basis upon which to build an 
estimate. There: are ‘likewise other iuflu- 
ences to be estimated. The Knights of Labor 
vote, while also non-partisan, is beyond 
doubt largely favorable to Crim. The fight 
between Townshend and Judge J. R. Will- 
iams of Carmi in the Democratic con- 
test for the nomination was bitter 
in 1886, and tierce and warlike 
last spring. This will hurt Townshend in 
White County much, although Williams pro- 
fesses to support Townshend. Another 
factor in the calculation is that there are 
many prominent Democrats who have been 
patiently waitang for several terms, hoping 
and being led to believe that Townshend 
would stand aside for them.

SWINDLED BY A NEGRO. 


An Old Colored Man Manages to Get $2,000 
from a Boston Lawyer. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—John 
H. Appleton, a prominent lawyer here, tound 
himself cleverly swindled out of $2,000 today 
by an old colored man named Joseph Fowle. 
Fowle was atenantof Appleton, and ran a 
small confectionery shop. He cailed upon 
Appleton a few weeks ago and stated that he 
wanted to borrow a large sum of money.

FACTS FROM CASTLE GARDEN, 


The Superintendent Tells Why Immigrants 
Flock Here in Such Numbers. 

New York, Oct. 18.— [Special. — H. J. 
Jackson, the Superintendent of Castile Gar- 
den, said this morning that the immigration 
season for the current year was practically 
over. Thus far, from Jan. 1 to yesterday, 
the total number of immigrants who had ar- 
rived at this port was 335,493, or about 20,000 
more than arrived up to the same date last 
year. This increase, Mr. Jackson said, was 
largely due to the great number of Itaiian la- 
borers who came over in the spring and 
summer in the expectation that they wouid 
immediately get remunerative employment, 
that hops being based on the specious prom- 
ises made to them by the ticket brokers and 
railroad agents on the other side, or the labor 
contractors on this side, who virtually im- 
ported them. As soon, however, as the poor, 


deluded people made up their minds that 


— had been deceived, that work of the 
ordinary kind such as they could perform 
was scarce—that the labor market was, in 
fact, largely overstocked in this city—and 
wrote home to their relatives and friends 
the true state of affairs, the immigration be- 
gan to fall off from Southern Italy, and so in 
August, September, and thus far this month 
the numbers arriving were less than for 
the correspondi periods last year. That 
decrease, Mr. Jackson said, was undoubtedly 
due to the immigrants who arrived earlier in 
the year writing home. One letter ina vil 
lage, he said, telling of the privations the 
writer and his companions had to in 
this city, how they were depending on char- 
ity for a mere subsistence, did more to stop 
unnatural emigration than anything done by 
a legisiative committee in this country. The 


| prospects now are that the total number of 


immigrants in 1888 will only exceed the num- 
ber in 1887 by a few thousands. 


TO SUE CONKLING’S EXECUTORS. 


A Report That Mrs. Kate Chase Sprague 
Will Begin Suit Against Them. 

New York, Oct. 18.—It is whispered in 
legal circles that the executors of the late 
Roscoe Conkling have had a demand made 
upon them by representatives of Mrs. Kate 
Chase Sprague which may lead to one of the 
most sensational lawsuits that the country 
has ever known. The story, as it comes 
from the lady’s side, is that on the 
death of her father, the late Chief 
Justice Salmon P. Chase, there was 
left in Senator Conkling’s hands for Mrs. 
Sprague a considerable number of valuable 
securities The Chief Justice and Senator 
Conkling were warm personal friends, and 
the Ju relied upon the Senator’s friend- 
ship 2 — to protect his daughter’s 
interests. Some time after Justice Chase’s 
death Senator Conkling changed these in- 
vestments. His judgment resulted in a 
heavy loss of value within two or. three years 
and eventually the income ceased and the 
new securities which he had purchased 
became practically valueless. The Sen- 
ator evidently felt some moral obligation 
to secure Mrs. Sprague against loss, for he is 
said to have paid regularly from his own 
pocket an amount equal to the former in- 
come on the investment. This payment was 
continued uatil two years before his death, 
and then stopped without any explanation. 
Mrs. Sprague referred the matter to another 
old friend of her father, the late C. W. Moul- 
ton, who was the brother-in-law of Senator 
Sherman and Gen. Sherman. Mr. Moulton 


died about a yearago. At the time of his 


death he was endeavo to procure a set- 
dlement of some kind with Senator Conkling, 
but had not succeeded, and the matter has 
been left to be settled with the late ex-Sen- 
ator’s executors.

Instead of resting its case, as it might with 
perfect safety, upon the validity of the proofs 
that the letters are genuine, the Tus has 
furnished a bill of particulars against Parnell 
that surpasses in grotesque absurdity any 
document known in the annals of political 
litigation, It undertakes to make Parnell 
responsible for the words and actions, real 
or reported, of hundreds of persons in 
Ireland, England, and the United States. 


Among these are Fenians whose career was 


begun ana completed before Parnell was 
ever heard of; some of them are in their 
graves. Among others will be found noted 
political enemies of Parnell, mon who never 
espoused his platform and who always an- 
tagonized his tactics. Ail who are ac 
quainted with the personnel of Irish politics 
will laugh heartily at finding among those 
for whom Mr. Parnell is to be driven from 
his position the fantastic Fenlan John 
O’Leary, an exile in France for some years; 
a landlord who has always opposed the 
agitation for land reform, and a revoluuonist 
who has never concealed his contempt for 
constitutional methods in politics. 

Mr. Davitt, strange to say, although the 
bitterest of the agitators, is not included in 
the long array of culprits; yet his speeches 
did more than all the others, in the begin- 
ning, at least, to organize and inspire the 
agitation. Mr. Parnell has spoken repeat- 
edly on the same platform with him, and if 
one be guilty of inciting against the pay- 
ment of rents in moderation and justice 
the other is guilty of declaring that no rents 
at all should de paid.

The scope of the bill of particulars is as 
wide as the imagination of a poet. Itclass:- 
fies its accusations under numerous heads. 
It charges Parnell and more than sixty of 
the Irish members with direct connivance in 
procuring and inciting the commussion of 
crime. It charges Farnell, Egan, Sheridan, 
and several others with complicity in the 
Phoenix Park affair. It asserts that Parnell 
gave Byrne the money with which he es- 
caped after the transaction. It alleges that 
Land League funds were paid to reward the 
commission of crime. It makes another 
sweeping category of all who have instigated, 
directly or indirectly, the violation of law or 
resistance to the payment of rents, including 
in this class an American who visited Ire- 
land in 1881—James Redpath. It makes an- 
other category of those who have encour- 
aged boycotting. In fact,its ingenuity was 
exhausted in making artificial classifications, 
which the commission on any presumption 
of sound sense cannot be expected to investi- 
gate. If the Zimes’ bill of particulars should 
constitute the basis of a judicial inquiry the 
commission would become the historians of 
all the movements that have taken place in 
Ireland since the Act of Union went into

THE CHINESE MUST STAY OUT. 

The decision of Judge Sawyer in San Fran- 
cisco in the Chinese cases, which upholds the 
constitutionality of the Exclusion law and 
declares that its provisions apply to the Chi- 
nese now in port, on shipboard, to those on 
the way from China, and to those still in 
China, is unquestionably sound and will be 
affirmed by the Supreme Court should the 
cases be carried up toit. The language of 
the law is so clear and explicit as to admit ot 
but one construction. As the court said: 
“It begins to operate from the moment it was 
approved by the President, and though the 
petitioners in these cases were upon the high 
seas at the time the act was approved it 
nevertheless operates upon them.“ It ab- 
solutely prohibits the landing of every Chi- 
nese laborer, even though he might have a 


can labor it would kill off their mechanics, 
but our contentaon is still stronger, since the 
admission of Chinese laborers without any 
families tends to undermine our own labor- 
ers who have families depending upon them.

PALMER’S BARGAIN AND SALE OF PUB- 
LIC OFFICES. 

According to an apparently authentic re- 
port John M. Palmer has promised a railroad 
labor club representation on the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners in 
case he is elected Governor. It seems that a 
demand tor such class representation was 
also made on Private Fifer, who replied that 
he could not promise offices and forestall his 
action as Governor prior to his election and 
inauguration. The reply made by Fifer to 
the club of railroad employés was commend- 
abie and proper, while that of Palmer was 
politically indecent and scandalous in the 
last degree. It seems incredible that any 
man who ever sat in 7 high seat of the 
Chief Magistrate of Illimdis would engage in 
such work as trading off public offices while 
hunting votes as a candidate before the peo- 
ple and asking a return to the highest official 
station in the State. 

The office of Governor of Lilinois is one of 
great dignity, responsibility, and power. The 
powers vested in the Executive, who stands 
at the head of the State Government, spring 
from the Constitution and the laws, and are 
intended to be exercised under an oath of 
office and the full responsibilities of piace. 
It ought to be an impeachable offense fora 
Governor after being installed and inau- 
gurated to make himself a mere clerk or 
automaton to record the promises and carry 
out the deals made by him asa private citi- 
zen out on an electioneering trip. In 
such cases the Governor becomes a mere 
machine to registor and carry out the pledges 
made by a demagogue hunting for votes. 
Whois John M. Palmer? Simply a dema- 
gogue electioneering for votes. What right 
has he to pledge the action he will take if 
elected Governor and thus make the Chief 
Magistrate, who should represent the whole 
people of Illinois, a mere tool to execute the 


decisions and carry out the promises of an ir- 


responsible barn-stormer out on a campaign 
expedition? What right has he to preclude 
himself from getting further light and de- 
prive himselfof any chance that he may 
reach a wiser decision when acting under 
the responsibilities of office? Such 
action degrades the oathbound Hxec- 
utive of the State into a creature 
tied hand and foot and permitted only 
to execute the decisions previously 
reached by an irresponsible, unsworn dema- 
gogue of the hustings. Practically the Gov- 
ernor isthus made a mere puppet without 
authority to weigh, consider, and decide, and 
the functions of the Chief Executive are act- 
ually exercised by a private individual not 
vested with any authority whatever. 

If John M. Palmer has bargained away 
public offices and pledged hisJaction as Gov- 
ernor he has shown himself insensible to the 
demands of official decency and propriety. 
The people of Lilinois do not want at the 
head of the State Government a creature 
who before election divested himself of the 
powers and functions of the Chief Magis- 
tracy and will be preciuded from exercising 
the just powers of his office by the rash 
promises of a demagogue on the stump. 


FAIRCHILD’S FALSE CLAIM OF A SURPLUS. 

While the New York Sun is a stanch 
Democratic paper working for the election 
of Cleveland and Hill, it seeks to be fair and 
honest in the treatment of fiscal questions, 
such as the surplus and the tariff. It does 
not wish to deceive voters on matters of fact, 
and it does not propose to allow others, even 
though members of its own party, to falsify 
the record, though it be done to help win a 
Democratic victory. Thus it takes up and 
shows the faisehood of the recent Wall 
street speech of Secretary Fairchild, in which 
he claimed there would be a new surpius of 
$56,469,206 in the Federal Treasury at the 
end of the present fiscal year as tne result of 
the excess of receipts over expenditures dur- 
ing the year. 

Secretary Fairchild first made this esti- 
mate in his report of last December, and he 
felt bound to stick to it, either because he dia 
not care to admit that he was mistaken then 
or, more probably, that he might bolster up the 
statement of Cieveland and the Democratic 
stumpers that there is sure to be a continuing 
surplus which can only be kept down by the 
passage of the Mills bill or some similar meas- 
ure. The Sun calls his attention to the fact 
that instead of his total estimated expenditure 
of $326,530,793, there is a total of appropriations 
passed by the wantonly extravagant Demo- 
cratic House, signed or to be signed by the 
President, footing up $364,500,000. That dis- 
poses at one fell blow of $38,000,000 of the al- 
leged surplus of $56,000,000 which Fairchild

THE PROSPECT IN NEW YORK. 

The analysis of the Democratic majorities 
in the four counties comprising the metro- 
politan district of New York State, as com- 
pared with the Republican majorities in the 
rest of the State, which appearedin THE 
TRIBUNE a short time ago, has set several of 
the New York papers to close figuring on the 
result. It will be remembered that the Dem- 
ocratic plurality m Kings, New York, 
Queens, and Richmond Counties in 1880 was 
54,160, and in 1884 it was 62,585; that Garfield 
in 1880 came down to Harlem bridge with 
75,198 majority, carrying the State by 21,033; 
and that Blaine in 1884 came down to the 
bridge with 61,688, the Democrats carrychg 
the State by 1,047. 

The Republicans of New York now claim 
that they will come down to the bridge with 
alarger majority than in 1880. Even the 
New York Herald (Dem.) gives them 70,000 
plurality. The New York Mai and 
Expres will not be content with less 
than 980,000. The Rochester Democrat 
and Chronicle, commenting on the He. 
ald's figures, says: The Republicans 
will muster nearer 100,000 plurality to assist 
their brethren in the metropolitan Demo- 
cratic stronghold. There is every indication 
that these figures will be reached, and if the 
present defection in the Democratic ranks 
continues they will be exceeded.” The Utica 
Herald, one of the most sagacious of political 
observers, says the Democrats in the four 
metropolitan counties cannot equal their rec- 
ordof 1884 by any honest methods, and that 
they ought not, even by bribery or corrup- 
tion, to secure a return equal to 80,000. No 
Republican,” says the Herald, “wto has 
watched the canvass will concede to the 


Democrats in the metropolitan district a plu- 


rality as large as that of 1884—62,000—while 
the probabilities point to more than 80,000 Re- 
publican plurality im the other parts of the 
State.“ The same paper does some interest- 
ing figuring upon the results in the fifteen 
counties of Central New York. In 1880 they 
contributed 29,232 to the Republican majori- 
ty, and in 1884 23,054 In the same territory, 
in the judgment of the best canvassers, the 
plurality next month will exceed that given 
for Garfield by not less than 6,000 votes, mak- 
ing a total of 35.000. In no county in this dis- 
trict will the record be worse than in 1880; in 
mostof them it will be better,” says the 
Herald, 

The paradoxical view of the situation in 
New York, as between the vote of the met- 
ropolitan district and that of the rest of the 
State, will always recur when one figures 
upon results. The Republican majority which 
comes down to Harlem bridge is a majority 
made up mainly of farmers, the least pro- 
tected class in the State, while the Demo- 
cratic majority from around New York Bay 
is that of the most highly protected wage- 
workers voting for free trade. The great 
majority of the protected workingmen of 
New York have voted hitherto the Demo- 
cratic ticket. If they are now bent upon fol- 
lowing it into free trade it must be either 
because they are totally ignorant of what 
the result will be and are blindly voting 
against their own bread and butter, or else 
it is because their sympathy with their for- 
eign brethren and their sentiments of uni- 
versal brotherhood are so strong that they 
are anxious not only to encourage the free 
importation of the cheap labor products of 
their countrymen in Europe, but also to give 
up their protection and cut down their wages 
to something like the European standard, so 
that goods may be produced as cheaply nere 
as on the other side of the water. If they 
are not ignorant of the results, and if they 
do not wish to reduce their wages, their par- 
tisan attachment to the Democracy is as 
grotesque as it is extraordinary. A man who 
will knowingly vote against his own bread 
and butter is a lusus nature. The dilemma of 
ignorance is the most charitable explanation 
in case they continue to cast their votes as in 
prveious elections, but the indications now are 
that a sufficient number of them have been 
so illuminated in the matter of their interests 
as to make it impossible that the Republican 
majority above Harlem bridge can be over- 
come by the Democratic majority below it.

Free Tradé and Protection in Australia. 
MARINETTE, Wis., Oct. 17.—[Editor of The 
a discussion recently a Demo- 
ustralia had grown and pros- 
pered under free trade. Being unable to obtain 
any information on the subject I desire to know:

The correspondent sets out with the false as- 
sumption that Australia, whichis larger than 
the United States, is a political unit. On the 
contrary, itis divided into five colonies—New 
South Wales, Queensiand, Victoria, South Aus- 
tralia, and West Australia. These, with the 
Colonies of New Zealand, Tasmania, and Fiji, 
are grouped under the general head of Austral- 
asia and jointly constitute a federation, though 
not as closely knit a one as that which unites the 
Canadian provinces, The Australian colonies 
may be said to range all the way from high pro- 
tective duties down toward a tariff for revenue 
only. With the exception of Victoria we would 
here call them free trade countries. This is due to 
the difference in their resources. Those which are 
not specially adapted for manufactures, because 
they are lacking in coal, iron, copper, tin, etc., 
but which ship to England large quantities of 
wool, hides, beef, mutton, and gold, prefer to get 
their imported goods as cheaply as possible. 
Those colonies which have coal, iron, water- 
power, and other resources which they believe 
fit them for manufacturing impose high tariffs 
for the purpose of protecting their domestic in- 
dustries, Thus Victoria is fully committed toa 
high protective policy. The ordinary result of 

would be that the colony which favored pro- 
tection would get its revenue: by indirect taxa- 
tion, while those which let goods in free, or 
nearly so, would have to levy a direct 
tax on lands and avocations m order to 
meet tne expenses of government. But the Aus- 
tralian colonies have generally held on to their 
public lands more carefully than this country 
has done, and the larger ones get much of their 
revenue from this source. Thus in New South 
Wales, nearly six timesas big as Illinois and 
with a population of a million, for many years 
fully half the revenue came from the sale and 
rent of public lands. When that fell off a few 
years ago the customs duties wore raised to make 
good the deficiency, but they were lowered again 
in 1887.. There are special duties there on 150 
articles, and there is also a residuary tax o! 5 per 
cent on imported goods. Queensland. with an 
area of nearly 700,000 square miles, gets so much 
of her revenue from lands that she finds it nece s- 
sary to levy customs duties on only ninety arti- 
eles, with a general ad valorem duty of 5 per 
cent. South Australia has specified customs 
duties on about ainety articles, an ad valorem 
tax of 15 per cent on about 180 articles, and a 10 
per cent duty on a number of others, 

It will be seen, then, that each colony is a law 
to itself, and that there is nothing in the work- 
ings of the systems in vogue there from which 
this country can learn anything of value. This is 
the greatest of agricultural countries, and at the 
same time is the home of a thousand varied in- 
dustries which are impossible in Australia. We 
make more. steel than Great Britain. We are 
the second largest manufacturer of cotton. We 
stand second or third in the manufacture of cloth- 
ing. Australia may, therefore, learn from us; 
we can learn nothing there. 

Each of these colonies fixes its own way of 
raising revenue, and each is apparently satisfied 
with the results it has accomplished. One pre- 
fers to get most of its revenue from imports; an- 
other chooses to get little from that source but 
much from direct taxation; another steers a 
midway course between these two. There is no 
room for argument as to the methods the col- 
onists have adopted or the advisability of them. 
They are evidently all right there, but would 
prove nothing here.

Roms, Oct. 18.—Emperor William and King 
Humbert returned to this city today. They 
met with a similar reception to that given 
to Emperor William he first arrived 
here. Enormous crowds lined the route tak- 
en by the royal party. The Emperor was 
intensely interested in everything he saw at 
Pompeii, especially in an excavation made in 
his presence, during the progress of which 
several valuable bronze objects were un- 
earthed.

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MAYOR ROCHE VISITED BY CITIZENS 
Claim That the North Side Transporta- 
tion Facilities Are Not as Good as They 
Were Before Mr. Yerkes Assumed Con- 


troi—The Grievance Committee Presents 
a New Set of Woes—A Literal Interpre- 
‘tation of the Sunday Agreement to Be 
Asked For. 

A series of conferences were held yester- 
day between Mayor Roche, the strikers’ com- 
mittee, and the Grievance Committee of the 
North Side Citizens’ Association. The result 
of the day’s work leaves matters pretty 
nearly as they were, except that an indica- 
tion of the future action of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation was hinted at. Among the many 
solutions of the North Side street-car prob- 
lem the idea of a bus line is talked ot as the 
most likely to be adopted, but the proposition 


is vague. 

The committee of strikers waited on At- 
torney Barber at his office yesterday morn- 
ing to see if he could help them. The gist of 
their grievances lies in the alleged wrongful 
‘interpretation of the verbal agreement made 
at Sunday’sconference. They also claim that 
the written contract is couched in such am- 
biguous language that the interpretation 1s 
only known to Mr. Yerkes, who is judge, 
jury, and executioner of his own case. Ua- 
der pretense that the new men have been as- 
saulted, the committee claims, numbers of 
the old men have already been discharged, 
and many more are blacklisted for early 
dismissal; and, finally, the committeemen 
charge that the whole contract is only a 
covert scheme to rid the road of every 
striker, in turn substituting imported or non- 
union men- ; 

THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 

An informal list of these grievances was 
presented to the Grievance Committee of the 
North Side Citizens’ Association, and it was 
asked what steps it would take towards heip- 
ing the men. Mr. Cahill, the Chairman of 
the Citizens’ Committee, after hearing what 
the strixers had to say instructed the other 
two men who composed his committee to 
meet him at 2 o’clock. At that hour the 
committeemen waited on Mayor Roche and 
explained to him that they wanted a copy of 
the shorthand report of Sunday’s conference 
between the strikers and Mr. Yerkes. This 
will not be ready until Saturday. They then 
entered on a statement of the strikers’ griev- 
an but Mayor Roche promptly told them 
that they would do better to attend to their 
own business. Then they attempted a state- 
mentof the transportation facilities on the 
North Side. The Mayor listened to their 
statement and then wished them “ good aft-

I informed 
him that the commission on $85,000 would 
amount to $2,000. I did not offer to withdraw 
my opposition on payment of our rightful 


commission.“

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Provisions of the New Law te Prohibit 
3 Chinese Immigration. 
WasSHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—[(Special.]—An 

elaborate act was passed to prohibit the coming 

of Chinese labor into the United States. This 
act was to make effective the treaty which had 
been negotiated. The failure of China to ratify 
the treaty was follewed by the Exclusion or Re- 
taliation act, which practically supersedes the 
first act. The Retaliation act provides that from 
and after its passage it shall be unlawful for any 

Chinese laborer who shall at any time hereto- 

fore have been, or may now or hereatter be, a 

resident within the United States, and who shall 

have departed, or shall depart therefrom, and 
shall not have returned before the passage of the 
act. to return to or remain in the United States; 
that no certificates of identity provided for 
in the fourth or fifth section of the act, to 
which this is a supplement, shall hereafter be 
issued; and every certificate heretofore issued in 

ursuance thereof is declared void and of no ef- 
ect. and the Chinese laborer claiming admission 
by virtue thereof shall not be permitted to enter 
the United States. That ali the duties pre-
